Legislature last year to purchase and 
rehabilitate the Heber Creeper. Sen. 
Alarik Myrin, (R-Altamont) is 
sponsoring a bill, HR 167, that 
would keep the appropriation but 
reduce it by $370,000. . 

A hearing on Myrin's bill is 
tentatively scheduled in the Senate 
Transportation and Public Safety 
standing committee, Thursday at 
4:00 p.m in room 225 in the Capi- 
tol Building. 

The bill is being rewritten and 
was not available at press time. But 
Myrin reported that UDOT told him 
the $1.2 million of the appropria- 
tion set aside for purchasing the 
railroad could be reduced to about 
$900,000. He said his bill would 
“free up" a total $370,100 of state 
money. 

He said Monday that he expected 
support for both bills would be 
close. He said he thought there was 
enough support for his bill for him 
to continue with it in the commit- 
tee. But with new revenue estimates 
for the state coming in lower than 
the original estimates, he said there 
will be more pressure to eliminate 
the money set aside for the railroad. 

The Utah Department of Trans- 
portation (UDOT) and the Division 
of Parks and Recreation own the 
railroad right of way. Last October 
the owner of the railroad, Lowe 
Ashton, refused’ UDOT's offer to 
buy all the Heber Creeper assets for
